the charity w orker decided to niaka 
a tour of the United States and ask 
Americans to Ii el p her. 
She explained why tile conditions 
were so terrible at t Ii is time.

portions

food were allowed each family.

ter the war, only the people who had 
the money could buy food

A SCHOOL HOOK SENNA 'NON 


T h e a v e r a g e American will no doubt be surprised to learn 
that in the public schools of the national capital an American 
history text is forced upon students by the educational authori­ 
ties, in which, the National Republican declares, “there is partisan 
propaganda against the protective policy, Socialism is favorably 
presented, class hatred is inculcated, Congress is attacked, the 
American revolution in minimized, and an excellent background 
for political radicalism is established in the minds of the young 
people who are required to read partisan opinions as a substitute 
for historical facts.” 
And in the same public schools in the city 
of Washington a collection of Woodrow Wilson’s speeches com­ 
prised two-thirds of a text book introduced as a text in English 
under the t itle of “Studies in Democracy.” 
The National Republican, in a recent issue, published over 
two columns of extracts from this history, “for the purpose of 
showing that it is entirely unsuitable for the schools of any city, 
particularly those of the national capital.” 
The disclosures have 
created a profound sensation, and citizens’ meetings have been 
held and resolutions adopted demanding that the book be with­ 
drawn as a text hook in the public schools. 
Following the recent revelation that in New York City a 
number of text books in history were being used in which an ef­ 
fort is made to slur over facts that would contribute, to the growth 
of national loyalty among students, this situation indicates the 
necessity of a survey by school patrons everywhere of the text 
books, especially in history and civics, prescribed for their chil­ 
dren, with a view lo knowing whether the schools are being used 
as vehicles of propaganda against the fundamentals of Ameri­ 
canism. 


AIK. WILSON’S VAIN HOPE 


F o a m e r President Wilson, in a telegram to Minnesota Demo­ 
crats a few days ago, expressed his “confident expectation that 
the party will soon be re-established in power and in a position 
to render renewed service to the liberal forces of mankind 
throughout the world.” 
’Tis a vain hope. 
Mr. Wilson’s statement, of course, means

however, opportunity is often found to render service to other 
peoples, through the Armament Conference, Russian relief, etc.

T h e m o n t h l y survey of crop and business conditions in the 
Northwest just issued by the Ninth Federal Reserve Bank shows 
further improvement in economic conditions in the Northwest.
